Bridgend this year, it’s 
a great opportunity 
for first timers. 

“Free translation 
equipment is available 
to follow official activ¬ 
ities, and you can find 
out more about learn¬ 
ing Welsh by popping 
into Maes D for all the 
information you’ll 
need. 

“Our Welsh medi¬ 
um primary schools 
are thriving and 
Bridgend county bor¬ 
ough now has its own 
Welsh medium sec¬ 
ondary, so I’m hoping 
there will be plenty of 
visitors from our area 
to the Maes this year.” 

Coun Sage is also 
hoping that visitors to 
the Eisteddfod will 
also cross the border 
into Bridgend county 
borough to visit the 
area’s many attrac¬ 
tions and activities. 

He added: “We look 
forward to extending 
a warm Croeso of our 
own to visitors from 
across Wales.”

Brian Jones, KWT 
officer, said: “We were 
only too pleased to help 
Penybont Lifeguards 
with their beach clean. 


“We know from past 
experience they always 
have a good turn-out and 
more than 50 volunteers 
were there to help on 
Saturday.” 

Some 14 disposable 
barbecues were picked 
up by the volunteers, 
around nearly a tonne of 
rubbish in total. 

Mr Evans added: 
“Rubbish is a real dan¬ 
ger to children, adults 
and animals at the 
beach. Some barbecues 
are left half buried and 
can easily cause injuries

“We want people to 
come to Ogmore and 
have a great time, and 
ask that they remove 
their rubbish, including 
barbecues, bottles and 
cans.”

‘Operation Angle’ 
cracks down on 
town centre crime 


BRIDGEND police 
have cracked down 
on retail crime with 
a two-day operation^ 
to arrest suspects 
and deter other 
thieves from target¬ 
ing the town. 

Operation Angle led 
to seven arrests, includ¬ 
ing the arrest of a 40- 
year-old woman, who 
was later charged with 
stealing a pair of jeans 
from a store in Bridgend 
shopping centre. 

A 39-year-old man 
was also arrested and 
charged with stealing a 
CCTV system for sale in 
a store on Nolton Street. 

A 33-year-old man 
and a 42-year-old man 
were arrested and 
charged with theft and 
issued with fixed penalty 
notices. 

Bridgend 

Neighbourhood Policing 
Team also conducted 
stop and search activi¬ 
ties and launched 
patrols in the town cen¬ 
tre. 

Local Policing 
Inspector Paul Tinkler 
said: ‘‘Operation Angle 
came as part of our con¬ 
tinued commitment to 
tackling business PACT 
priorities and supporting 
local retailers. 

“I hope the operation 
gave a clear message to 
criminals that retail 
crime will not be tolerat¬ 
ed here in Bridgend. 

“We will continue to 
work with our partners 
and local traders to 
tackle theft and support 
the business interests of 
the town centre. 

“Together, we can 
ensure that Bridgend is 
a safe place to work, 
shop and visit”.

Cadets enjoy 
taking gliding 
scholarships 


TWO cadets from 
631 (Maesteg) 
Squadron Air 
Training Corps, 
recently completed 
gliding scholarships 
at Swansea 
Airport. 

The two cadets. 
Corporal Dan Mably 

(16) from Nantyffylon 
and Cadet Tom Jury 

(17) from Cwmfelin 
spent over 20 hours 
between them in the air, 
learning to fly Vigilant 
motor gliders over the 
Gower Peninsular at 
636 Volunteer Gliding 
Squadron (VGS). 

Built in Germany, the 
Vigilant is a two seat 
training motor-glider 
with a 17.4 m 
wingspan and cruises at 
60 knots. 

Their courses were at 
weekends and involved 
instruction in the air and 
on the ground by Air 
Cadet instructors of 636 
VGS. 

Tom was awarded his 
silver wings as he was 
able to fly a solo trip at 


the end of his course 
and said: “It was amaz¬ 
ing and the best experi¬ 
ence of my life so far”. 

Dan, like most Air 
Cadets, flew his quali¬ 
fying flight with an 
instructor alongside him 
and was awarded his 
blue wings: “Em only 
16 and to be allowed to 
fly a glider, when I’m 
too young to drive a car, 
has been a fantastic 
opportunity,” he said. 

A gliding scholarship 
is open to all cadets 16 
and over, who can pass 
a simple medical: 631 
Squadron meet at Upper 
Street, Maesteg, on a 
Tuesday and Eriday 
evening and welcome 
boys and girls aged 13 
and over. 

The Squadron also 
welcomes adults who 
would like to help. 
Adults do not need to 
have previous ATC or 
RAF experience and 
can serve either in a 
uniformed or civilian 
instructor capacity.

Ty Hafan Scout Group helps 
children cope with tragedy 


ONE of the worst Welsh 
summers on record did 
not put off the Ty Hafan 
Scout group from going on 
their annual camp, this 
year to Builth Wells. 

The group, consisting of 
brothers and sisters of some of 
the children and young people 
who spend time at Ty Hafan 
hospice, had been looking for¬ 
ward to the trip all year. 

Lynne Doyle has been the 
sibling support worker at Ty 
Hafan for the past three years. 

Her job is to help brothers 
and sisters deal with the changes 
in their family life, brought 
about by having a sibling who 


needs special and constant care. 

She explained: “All the young 
people are great, and their abili¬ 
ty to cope with their particular 
situation never ceases to amaze 
me. 

“They do need a bit of help 
now and then though, and 
knowing how much stress their 
parents can be under caring for 
their brother or sister can make 
them reluctant to add to their 
worries by talking to them about 
their own issues. 

“That’s where I come in. 
Sometimes older children can 
find it difficult to discuss their 
fears and feelings, but I try to 
create the situation which allows 
them to open up to me and we 


can work them through together, 
involving the rest of the family, 
if really necessary. 

“At Ty Hafan, we arrange 
opportunities for the siblings to 
get together on a regular basis. 

“It’s hugely beneficial for 
them to be with others who are 
in a similar situation, and who 
understand. 

“This can be particularly 
good for those whose brother or 
sister has died, and we run a 
special event every year for 
bereaved siblings. 

“The annual camp trip is 
always great fun - whatever the 
weather, they can all let off 
steam and have a really good 
time,” Lynne concluded. 


Safety tests reveal 
most child car seats 
not fitted properly 


NEARLY three quarters of 
child seats tested by Bridgend 
County Borough Council 
needed some adjusting to 
make them safe at a free event 
run by the council’s Trading 
Standards and Road Safety 
teams in Asda Superstore, 
Bridgend last week. 

A council spokeswoman explained: 
“Drivers were offered the chance to 
have their child car seats tested as part 
of a safety drive to identify unsuitable 
or poorly-fitted equipment. 

“Expert testers found 71 per cent 
required a minor adjustment at the 
very least. 

“Some seats were found to be 
incompatible for their vehicles, which 
may have had serious implications in 
the event of an accident.” 

Among the main problems were: 

• Seats which were incompatible 
with the make and model of car; 

• Seats which were unsuitable for 
the size and weight of the child; 

• Loose fitting of seats in vehicles; 

• Twisting of the straps of the child 
harness that in the event of a crash 
could result in severe lacerations to the 
child; 

• Incorrect fitting of the seat into the 
car meaning a child would be offered 
little or no protection; 

• Seats with broken parts. 

Coun Huw David, BCBC cabinet 
member for children and young peo¬ 
ple, said: “This was an excellent 
opportunity to speak with local parents 
about the importance of child safety. It

only takes a slight adjustment to a seat 
to ensure it is as safe as can be. I’m 
really pleased we were able to give 
this free piece of mind to so many peo¬ 
ple on the day. 

“I’m aware that one particular cou¬ 
ple had concerns about their young 
child being able to reach the release 
mechanism on their safety seat. 

“Eollowing this event we have been 
able to ensure that the seat will be fully 
examined by the manufacturer in order 
to maximise the safety of the family 
when travelling in their vehicle.”

sum of money out of 
their multi-million pound 
budget, but I do not 
believe that it is up to the 
council taxpayer to fund 
any sort of literature 
extolling the virtues of 
the council. 

“Labour-controlled 
authorities got used to 
spending public money 
in the good times and 
they seem unable to cut 
back when times get 
tough. 

“They need to priori¬ 
tise essential front line 
services - that’s what 
people expect.” 

KNEE-JERK 

The council’s deputy 
leader, Coun David Sage, 
said he doubted whether 
Mr Davies was aware of 
the sort of information 
carried in the council’s 
paper. 

“This naive, knee-jerk 
reaction shows that Mr 
Davies and his PR team 
have not bothered to read 
either the Bulletin or the 
rules that govern local 
government publicity, 
otherwise they would 
realise that it is produced 
in strict compliance. 

“Perhaps Mr Davies 
didn’t notice the 
Bulletin’s most recent 
front page article, which 
encouraged people to use 
their vote in the Welsh 
Government elections at 
which he himself was 
elected?” 

Coun Sage went on: 
“Recent Bulletin articles 


have typically focused on 
issues such as fighting 
domestic abuse, protect¬ 
ing children from harm¬ 
ful sunbed use, support¬ 
ing our troops through 
our Freedom of the coun¬ 
ty borough parades, and 
help for people with 
money and debt prob¬ 
lems - hardly ‘propagan¬ 
da’, is it? 

“The Bulletin also car¬ 
ries information from 
organisations such as the 
South Wales Police or 
ABMU Local Health 
Board, and has been 
instrumental in helping 
residents get to grips 
with the award-winning 
new recycling scheme. 

“It’s an important con¬ 
sultation and information 
tool - for example, our 
Olympic Torch Relay 
edition was praised by 
emergency services for 
helping to ensure that 
event’s safe planning.” 

Coun Sage insisted 
that the Bulletin was 
intended to provide 
‘news you can use’ and 
was not a ‘back slapping 
exercise’. 

He added: “Of course 
officers are constantly 
looking at ways in which 
Bulletin can be improved 
or developed, but regard¬ 
less of what Mr Davies 
thinks, we firmly believe 
that local residents 
should have this opportu¬ 
nity to find out what their 
local council is doing for 
them.”

THREE CRASHES IN EIGHT YEARS, FAMILY JOINS... 

Call for safe speed limits 
on local country roads 


A FAMILY (of six) 
from Marcross are 
adding their sup¬ 
port to campaigners 
who want a reduc¬ 
tion in speed limits 
in narrow country 
roads in the Vale - 
after three of them 
were involved in 
crashes involving 
buses over an eight- 
year period. 

At the moment, there 
are several roads with no 
speed limit in the area, 
and the most controver¬ 
sial is Dimlands Road, 
between St Donats and 
Llantwit Major - a nar¬ 


row, twisting section, 
with several areas 
hemmed in with stone 
walls. 

The first family mem¬ 
ber to suffer was Tina 
Nixon, and her crash 
happened eight years 
ago. She said: “Mine 
happened on Dimlands 
Road when a bus came 
round a corner and I had 
no choice but to swerve 
towards the hedge.” 

On that occasion, her 
luck was definitely out, 
because her tyres ran 
over the remains of an 
old railing, ripping them 
to shreds. 

Tina’s daughter, Anna, 
had her accident two 
years ago, again on 


Dimlands Road. She said 
she had slowed right 
down to go round a blind 
comer, but a bus came 
round and the two vehi¬ 
cles collided. 

The GEM should point 
out that, over the last 
eight years, different bus 
companies have run 
services along the route. 

The latest crash, again 
on Dimlands Road, 
occurred on July 12, and 
left a 17-year-old youth 
with a broken pelvis. 

This incident is still 
under investigation, but 
the driver of the car was 
Tina Nixon’s 18-year-old 
son Mike. 

The two vehicles 
avoided a head-on colli-

He told The GEM: “I 
enjoy surfing and we had 
plenty of things planned 
for the holidays, but that 
has all been wiped out 
now.” 

He said that he was 
still on strong painkillers, 
because he could not be 
put in plaster. 

Tina said that she had 
lived in Marcross for 19 
years, and had driven in 
the Vale for all that time, 
and that her only acci¬ 
dent in that time was the 
one eight years ago. 

Earlier this year, in 
April, The GEM reported 
on a crash between a 
VW Polo and a bus. 

The driver and front 
seat passenger in the 
Polo had to be cut free by 
emergency services. 

Eortunately, although 
both suffered heavy 
bruising, they escaped 
any broken bones. 

The injured driver was 
17-year-old Joey Coyle, 
and his mother, Maggie, 
told The GEM: “This 
highlights residents’ con¬ 
cerns about safety on this 
road. 

“Some years ago, I 
attended a Vale Council 


meeting regarding this 
road and the stupidity of 
the law that said it was 
safe for children to walk 
to school from St Donats 
to Llantwit Major. 

“It amazes me that it 
has a 60 mph speed limit, 
yet has blind bends and is 
walled on both sides in 
many places - so there is 
nowhere to escape to!” 

Dimlands Road is not 
a long road and a speed 
limit of 30mph, or even 
20 mph, would not add 
much time to a journey. 

Tina Nixon said: “It 
just seems to us that these 
incidents keep happen¬ 
ing, and yet nothing is 
done.” 

On behalf of the Vale 
Council, Paul Gay, group 
engineer highways and 
traffic, said: 

“The council only 
receives information 
from the police on a 
quarterly basis, unless 
there is a fatality or a 
serious injury that might 
result in a fatality. 

“In this instance, we 
have not received any 
specific information.” 

The bus involved in 
the July 12 incident was 
operated by Watts 
Coaches. 

Carol Watts said that 
the company could not 
comment on this case, as 
the matter was in the 
hands of the company’s 
insurers. 

However, she was 
adamant that the compa¬ 
ny would welcome any 
move to lower the speed 
limit.

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Nicole ‘delighted’ with team 
mate’s silver in Olympic race

THE dream of 
defending her 
Olympic cycling 
road race gold 
medal slipped away 
from Nicole Cooke 
last Sunday - but 
she had the conso¬ 
lation of being part 
of a GB team that 
could celebrate the 
silver taken by 
Lizzie Armitstead. 

It rained in Beijing 
when the Wick girl took 
that gold medal, and it 
rained again this time, 
but it turned out to be a 
very different race. 

Speaking after the 
race, her father, Tony 
Cooke, said: “It’s really 
hard to win any road 
race when the best rac¬ 
ers in the world are there 
- so defending her title 
was always going to be 
difficult.” 

The situation had 
changed too. Four years 


ago Nicole was the team 
leader, and GB’s only 
realistic shot at gold. 

This year, she was 
joint leader, along with 
Armitstead, and once 
the 23-year-old 

Yorkshire girl joined a 
four-woman break, 
Nicole and team mate 
Emma Pooley’s job was 
to stay with the chasing 
pack - but do nothing to 
help. 

Talking immediately 
after the race, Nicole 
said that it was ironic 
that the men’s great 
hope, Mark Cavendish, 
had complained bitterly 
that other teams had not 
helped Great Britain 
when they were trying to 
chase a break away 
group. 

Nicole said: “I guess 
Emma and I were doing 
just what the men com¬ 
plained about.” 

However, Tony 
Cooke felt that the four- 
woman break was not 
going to be conclusive. 


and he had mapped out a 
scenario that would have 
seen Nicole back in with 
a real chance at the end. 

The group was 

Marianne Vos, the pre¬ 
race favourite, Lizzie 

Armitstead, American 
Shelley Olds and 

Russia’s Olga 

Zabelinskaya. 

In Tony’s view, the 
crucial moment came 
when Shelley Olds 

punctured, cutting it to a 
group of three! 

He explained: “I 
think the mix of that 
group of four was 
wrong. The Russian 
would have known that 
the other three were bet¬ 
ter than her, and so 
would have little incen¬ 
tive to work hard. 

“Shelley Olds was the 
best sprinter. She had 
beaten Vos two or three 
times this year, so she 
would not have been 
inclined to blunt her 
speed by working hard 
either. 

“Vos and Armistead 
would have had to do all 
the work, and it is likely 
that the chasing group 
would have caught 
them, maybe 5 km from 
the finish. 

“That would have 
meant that Nicole, and 
Emma Pooley, would 
have been fresh, having 


done no work in the 
chasing group, so Nicole 
could have done what 
Vinokourov did in the 
main race - surprise 
everyone with a long 
ride for home.” 

What changed of 
course, was that Olds 
had a puncture. 

Tony Cooke 

explained: “The three 
looked at each other and 
decided that if they all 
worked hard, they were 
guaranteed a medal - it 
was just a question of 
which one.” 

The trio did just that, 
taking turns on the front 
and driving hard to 
maintain their lead. 
Even to the untrained 
eye, it was obvious that 
Zabelinskayay was 
hanging by her finger¬ 
nails, so the finish was 
always going to be a 
sprint between Vos and 
Armitstead. 

The chasing main 
group finished only 25 
seconds behind, so it 
could have been differ¬ 
ent if Olds had not had 
that puncture. 

The GEM first inter¬ 
viewed Nicole Cooke 
eight years ago when 
she was 21, embarking 
on her professional 
cycling career. 

She was used to win¬ 
ning, and clearly had 


enormous self belief, but 
without a trace of arro¬ 
gance. Success followed 
success but her bad luck 
was to be a star in a sport 
that was hardly covered 
at all on TV. 

When cycling did 
find itself on TV, it was 
in the Velodrome, and 
Sir Chris Hoy, Victoria 
Pendleton and Bradley 
Wiggins became the 
well-known faces. 

Even when Team Sky 
decided to get involved 
with road racing, they 
concentrated on men’s 
cycling. 

Nicole’s win in 
Beijing in 2008 was a 
massive triumph, and it 
gave her a short, sharp 
spot in the public eye, 
but after that it was back 
to competing in events 
around the world, all 
largely ignored by TV 
and the UK media. 

Considering that 
Bradley Wiggins is in 
the form of his life at the 
age of 32, the 29-year- 
old from Wick has plen¬ 
ty to aim at in the future. 

Tony Cooke said: 
“When the Olympics are 
over, it will be a time for 
reflection. Nicole has 
been a professional 
cyclist for 10 years 
now.” 

As The GEM went to 
press, Nicole’s team¬ 
mates, Armitstead and 
Pooley, were competing 
for gold again, this time 


in the women’s time 
trial. 

They are strong con¬ 
tenders, but borderline 
as far as winning a 
medal goes. 

Straight after the 
women, the men’s time 
trial took place. On this 
subject, Tony Cooke 
was making a firm pre¬ 
diction. 

He said: “I think 
Bradley Wiggins is in 
such good form he is a 
dead cert for the gold 
medal. 

He was dead right. 
Sir Brad (it’s only a 
matter of time!) 
smashed the field and 
came home a compre¬ 
hensive winner, with 


team mate Chris 
Froome taking the 
bronze. 

Going back to Tony 
Cooke’s prediction, he 
said:: “It will be only the 
second gold medal Great 
Britain has ever won on 
the roads.” 

And everyone in 
Wales should know who 
took the first.

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Kieran’s miraculous 
recovery leaves family 
and doctors stunned 


ON Father’s Day, 
June 17, 

Colwinston resident 
Kieran Smith was 
involved in a road 
collision that left 
him in a coma with 
severe head 
injuries. 

Coming round after 
six days, he spent anoth¬ 
er day in the intensive 
care unit (ICU) at the 
University Hospital 
Wales of Cardiff, before 
being moved to the high 
dependency neuro ward 
(HDNW). Just five days 
later, he moved to a less 
intensive ward, and 
within three weeks,he 
was out of hospital. 

Yet the Cowbridge 
Comprehensive School 
sixth former (17) didn’t 
just have his head 
injuries to contend with, 
as he told The GEM: “I 
remember the antibiotics 
in my arm twice a day, 
because I caught MRSA 
in the hospital.” 

While Kieran can’t 
remember anything from 
the day of the accident, 
involving a car at 
Colwinston, to around 
10 or 11 days after¬ 
wards, his mother, 
Colleen Kennard-Smith, 
has vivid memories of 
his time in hospital.

She told The GEM: 
“They often give you no 
hope because they can’t 
say which way it’s going 
to go. All they could say 
was that he was very 
critically ill. 

“Because he doesn’t 
remember a lot of the 
difficult bit, it’s hard to 
get him to understand 
how serious it was. 

“He went in on the 
Sunday, and on Monday 
and Tuesday there were 
a couple of times when 
we were told it could 
have gone either way. 

“It then got a little 
easier because you knew 
he was going to come 
out. But you didn’t know 
quite what he was going 
to be like.” 

Kieran had completed 
his AS Levels by the 
time of the accident, and 
now school has finished 
for the year, he is just 
trying to get on with his 
summer just like any 
other teenager. 

He said: “I played 
golf yesterday (Sunday) 
for the first time since 
the accident. The first 
nine holes really didn’t 


go well. But in the sec¬ 
ond nine holes I was 
only one over, so I was 
happy about that. 

“It hasn’t affected my 
life but I think it’s 
affected me learning to 
drive. I had driving les¬ 
sons for my birthday and 
was waiting until after 
exams to do it. But then 
this happened, so I’m 
going to have to wait a 
bit longer.” 

Kieran’s younger sis¬ 
ter, Sian (13), is also in 
Cowbridge 
Comprehensive and 
found it difficult to go 
on as normal. 

She told The GEM: 
“People kept asking me 
what had happened. It 
was hard because he’s 
my big brother and 
we’re unbelievably 
close. It was so hard 
being around at that 
time, because all I could 
think about was him.” 

Now Kieran is home, 
the family are keen to 
thank all those who 
offered their support. 

Colleen said: “If it 
wasn’t for the Air 
Ambulance (who were 
called to the scene and 
rushed him to hospital) 
Kieran wouldn’t be here 
today. We also want to 
say thank you to the 
nurses in ICU and the

HDNW because they 
were absolutely great, 
just so reassuring. 

“I would also like to 
thank my cousin Judith 
Robertson, and her fami¬ 
ly. They were quite a 
rock as well. 

“The school were also 
brilliant. But my friends 
Andrea and Steve Stock 
and their son Lloyd, they 
were always seeing if I 
wanted something.” 

And Kieran is now 
focussing solely on his 
future, adding: “I just 
want to get back to nor¬ 
mal. Everyone’s talking 
about it and I’ve com¬ 
pletely forgotten about 
it. I just want to get back 
to school and get the 


grades that I need to get 
to Leicester University. 

“It’s made me certain 
that I want to go in to 
medicine. It’s made me 
more focussed on things 
and what I need to get 
there. How the medical 
staff treated me in hospi¬ 
tal, if I can contribute to 
that then that will be the 
best thing I can do. 
Eventually, I want to 
work in Great Ormond 
Street Hospital.” 

A police spokesperson 
said: “South Wales 
Police continue to inves¬ 
tigate a road traffic col¬ 
lision that occurred on 
the A48 near Colwinston 
at approximately 2:20pm 
on Sunday, June 1 7. ”

There will be more 
than 300 stalls and 
trade stands, the 
largest visual arts 
exhibition in Wales, a 
science and technology 
pavilion which chil¬ 
dren can “lose the- 
selves in for the day”, 
and much, much 
more. 

Hywel, who has 
been organising this 
Welsh celebration 
since 1993, exudes an 
aura of calm despite 
the frenetic activity 
going on around him. 

He has immense 
admiration for the 
workers who make the 
whole festival a reality.

Many people book 
their holidays to coin¬ 
cide with the National 
Eisteddfod and return 
year after year, but 
Hywel had a message 
for people who had 
not attended before 
(also emphasising that 
there are free ‘simulta¬ 
neous translation’ 
facilities available for 
people who don’t 
speak Welsh): 

“If you haven’t been 
before, don’t be afraid 
- come and see what 
the Eisteddfod is all 
about and really enjoy 
it - and bring a little 
sun with you!”

As The GEM was 
going to press, last- 
minute preparations 
were under way on the 
hugely impressive site. 

The organiser 
Hywel Edwards said 
that people would be 
thrilled by the scale of 
the National 
Eisteddfod and what 
was on offer. 

“It’s only when visi¬ 
tors arrive that they 
realise just how big it 


all is. In total, the site 
covers around 140 
acres - the area for the 
pavilions is 33 acres, 
the youth village is 15 
acres, and car parks 
and caravan parks 
account for 45 acres 
each. 

“The average num¬ 
ber of visitors in 
recent years has been 
150,000 people. 
Sometimes it can get 
up to 160,000 people; 
another year, it might 
be nearer 140,000.” 

One of the organis¬ 
ers’ main considera¬ 
tions in choosing a site 
it to make sure it is as 
accessible as possible 
for a good slice of the 
population. 

“We like somewhere 
people can travel to 
within an hour and 
this year takes in areas 


A NEW walking trail explor¬ 
ing the life of lolo Morganwg 
was launched at the Bear 
Hotel in Cowbridge this week. 

The launch was timed to coincide 
with the arrival of the National 
Eisteddfod in the Vale. 

Locals and visitors gathered in the 
shadow of a 12-foot sculpture of 
Edward Williams, bom near 
Llancarfan, but better known by his 
bardic name, lolo Morganwg. 

Among the speakers were Dr Prys 
Morgan and Professor Geraint E 
Jenkins, who also celebrated the 
launch of his new book on lolo’s life: 
‘Bard of Liberty: the Political 
Radicalism of lolo Morganwg’. 

The 6.5-mile lolo Morganwg Trail 
has been funded by Creative Rural 
Communities, the Vale Council’s 
mral regeneration initiative. It cele¬ 
brates the life of one of the area’s 
most colourful characters while guid¬ 
ing visitors around the heritage sites 
in the Vale. 

lolo Morganwg (1747-1846) is 
renowned for his leading role in the 
18th century cultural renaissance of 
Wales. His creation, the Gorsedd of 
the Bards of the Island of Britain, was 
in essence the first Welsh national 
cultural institution. It was designed to 
raise the profile of the Welsh culture 


and language and foster a sense of 
pride. 

Coun Lis Burnett of the Vale 
Council said: “lolo Morganwg was 
the Vale’s greatest advocate, referring 
to the area as ‘Britain’s Paradise’. It 
is fitting that we celebrate one of our 
most famous sons as we welcome the 
National Eisteddfod.” 

Branwen Dickson of Creative 
Rural Communities, added: “The 
local interest in lolo during the course 
of developing the trail has been fan¬ 
tastic. 

“We’re particularly grateful to 
Professor Geraint E Jenkins, who vol¬ 
unteered his time to provide the his¬ 
torical content for the trail booklet.” 

To mark the launch of the trail a 
guided walk will take place on 
Monday, August 6 at 11am, starting at 
Cowbridge Walled Garden. The walk 
will be led by local ramblers and 
accompanied by Dr Cathryn 
Charnell-White. 

The trail booklets are free to pick 
up at the Vale Council stand at the 
Eisteddfod (A24 and A25) and at sites 
in the Vale including Costa, The Bear 
Hotel on Cowbridge High Street, the 
Bush Inn in St Hilary, The Blue 
Anchor in East Aberthaw and St 
Illtyd’s Church, Llantwit Major. It is 
also available online at: www.visit- 
thevale.com.

Plans to provide 
living and work 
spaces for artists 


A NEW initiative - 
the Artist’s 
Housing Co- 
Operative - a joint 
venture between 
Newydd Housing 
Association and the 
Vale Council, aims 
to provide com¬ 
bined living and 
workshop or studio 
space, owned on a 
co-operative basis 
with other artists in 
the Vale. 

The new scheme is 
aimed at active artists, 
makers and artisans 
based in the Vale who 
use their talent to earn a 
living. 


Often, the high cost 
of renting or buying a 
property which affords 
the luxury of a separate 
works space prices itself 
out of the reach of many 
artists. 

The Artists’ Housing 
Co-Operative offers a 
solution, as well as 
helping to create a com¬ 
munity of artists in the 
area.

The Welsh language 
is an important and 
defining characteristic 
of Wales.

The Vale has seen a 
substantial increase in 
the number of Welsh 
speakers in recent years. 
This is largely due to 
the Welsh-medium edu¬ 
cation. 

Eor example, the per¬ 
centage of seven-year- 
olds in Welsh-medium 
education in the Vale 
has risen from 10.9 per 
cent in 2001 to 13.7 per 
cent in 2011 . 

There are now five 


Welsh-medium primary 
schools and one second¬ 
ary school in the Vale.

|ATIENCE is a 
^virtue. 

That’s what I've 
always been told. Sadly, 
though this isn’t one of 
my strengths and it 
shows when I run late. 

I’ve got a meeting at 
Gwel an Mor, Portreath, 
Cornwall at 4pm, and 
despite leaving 
Hampshire at 10am, it 
looks as if I’m not going 
to make it in time. 

So the Volvo S80 D5 
SE Lux Geartronic four 
door saloon has a tough 
job to please me over 
this 200-mile journey, 
which the AA says can 
be covered in four hours. 

When there’s a 
straight run, the Volvo is 
a delight - the six-speed 
automatic box is gener¬ 
ally smooth, occasional¬ 
ly a little jerky. The 
intelligent cruise control 
cleverly keeps the car a 
safe distance behind the 
car in front and even 
automatically accelerates 
as long as the vehicle 
ahead is moving. 

Disappointingly, it 
doesn’t operate at stand¬ 
still, requiring driver 
intervention. When the 
Volvo isn’t following a 
vehicle, cruise control 
works at speeds of 
20mph and above. 

It’s on overtaking that 
this system becomes 
frustrating, because the 
S80 maintains the speed 
of the vehicle it was 
behind, making it neces¬ 
sary for the driver to 
kick the accelerator and 


override the system. 

Once you realise this, 
there’s no problem, but 
it might be useful if the 
car could sense when it’s 
overtaking and act 
accordingly. 

Over a long journey it 
becomes apparent that 
there are too many dis¬ 
tractions from safety 
gadgets for my liking. 
The lane departure func¬ 
tion makes an annoying 
buzz whenever the sleek 
Swede strays over the 
centre-line of the road or 
something comes into its 
path, which happens a 
lot, to my surprise and 
eventual irritation. 

Thankfully, this can 
be switched off, 
although it automatically 
comes back on every 
time the engine is start¬ 
ed. 

The BLIS (Blind Spot 
Information System) 
function that sees a red 
light flash on the inside 
of either wing mirror, 
when a vehicle is pres¬ 
ent, is helpful. 

But this, combined 
with the lane departure 
function, and the flash¬ 
ing light that appears on 
the dash, when an object 
such as a traffic light is a 
little close for the 
Volvo’s liking, proves 
too annoying for me. 

Undoubtedly these 
safety features are very 
worthy but they end up 
making me take my eyes 
off the road. Perhaps this 
is because I am unfamil¬ 
iar with the vehicle, as I 
explain in my video at

testdrives.biz. 

My concern is that 
drivers could become 
lazy by relying on these 
functions and then forget 
themselves when driving 
other vehicles. 

These qualms do not 
detract from the fact that 
the S80 is an excellent 
long distance compan¬ 
ion, with plenty of 
power when required. 

This diesel will travel 
from 0 to 60mph in just 
8.1 seconds and onto 
140mph, laws permit¬ 
ting. The interior is 
incredibly comfortable, 
light, airy and spacious. 

The front seats cosset 
their passengers in a way 
that few others do - they 
are even electrically 
heated and cooled. I par¬ 
ticularly like the cold 
function, as leather does 
have a tendency to get 
sticky on a hot day. 

So, despite my moans 
we arrive at Gwel an 
Mor, Cornwall thorough¬ 
ly relaxed. 

Unfortunately, the 
near side rear tyre suf¬ 
fered a puncture and to 
my surprise there is no 


warning light on the 
dashboard to alert me - 
and I can’t tell when I’m 
driving. 

I only discover the 
sorry looking rubber on 
my arrival in Cornwall. 
In common with other 
manufacturers, Volvo no 
longer provides a spare 
wheel, instead a punc¬ 
ture repair kit that plugs 
into the cigarette lighter. 

A solution from a bot¬ 
tle screwed to the kit is 
then pumped through the 
tyre in about seven min¬ 
utes, temporarily repair¬ 
ing the puncture. Once 
this process is complete 
the Volvo can be driven 
up to 50mph for no more 
than a few hundred 
miles. 

On locking the S80 
for the night, I have an 
issue with the lights. 
Although lights on a 
Volvo have always auto¬ 
matically switched on 
and off there is the 
option to turn them on 
manually, which I do 
and then proceed to for¬ 
get that I’ve done so. 

Often a helpful buzzer 
sounds to alert you of 


your error - even m my 
ageing Eiesta. But not in 
the S80. Thankfully a 
passer-by tells me. 

During our time 
together the S80 travels 
to Mevagissey, down the 
narrowest roads I have 
ever encountered and 
tackles frustrating dou¬ 
ble roundabouts, which 
are a common occur¬ 
rence throughout 
Cornwall - and from my 
observations incredibly 
easy for many pre-occu- 
pied motorists to mis¬ 
judge. 

“Overall this stylish, 
supremely luxurious 
vehicle, with its fair 
share of chrome, does 
score highly with me. 
Returning 44mpg results 


in more than 600 miles 
from the 70-litre tank. 

It has to be said that 
during the test the S80 
has improved my 
patience too, so perhaps 
those safety features that 
annoyed me so much 
have helped after all.
